The case of Marcus I). Boruck against the 
Evening Post for damages, for alleged libel 
against him came up to-dav before Judge 
H unt. The suit grew out of an article in 
the paper named, charging that Boruck 
ha 1 caused P. A. Finigan’s removal from 
the State Board of Agriculture, because the 
laiter had exposed certain acts of a friend 
and former partner of Boruck’s. 
Judge H unt delivered a long dissertation 
on the intricacies of the law of libel, con­ 
cluding as lollows: 
“The statement that so long as Governor 
W aterman allows Mr. Boruck to advise 
him we do no: Ye'ieve that he will do jus­ 
tice to Mr. Finigan nor straighten out the 
kinks of the horse race rings, would be. 
in my opinion, actionable, per se, if the 
complaint contained prooer matter of in­ 
ducement and alleged that the plaintiff 
occupied an official position in the Govern­ 
or’s 
office. 
But, as previously stated, 
there is no such averment in the com­ 
plaint. 
“ It thus appears to me that without m at­ 
ter explanatory of the meaning of some of 
the language employed in the article in 
question, and in the absence of averments 
relative to the official capacity of the plain­ 
tiff, the complaint fails to state a cause of 
action. 
“ It is apparently upon the assumptions 
of an injury to the plaintiff in some official 
capacity that the present action is founded, 
for, if the pleader does not intend to rely 
upon the article as actionable, per se, in im ­ 
peaching his official integrity, then there 
m ust be an averment of special damage to 
sustain the right of action. For this reason 
the demurrer will be sustained, and ten 
days allowed to amend.’’ 
The same ruling was made bv the Court 
in the case of Marcus I). Boruck vs. P. A. 
Finigan, to recov. r $50,000 damages for 
sending the alleged libelous matter on a 
postal card through the United States mails 
to C. M. Chase and E. F. Smith and other 
parties.

safety of the steamer San Pablo, stranded 
on the Chinese coast, were 
confirmed 
to-day by the receipt of the following dis­ 
patch : 


•Sh a n g h a i, A pril 23d. — San P ablo a to tal 
w reck. R eed a n d crew iu S h anghai. No lives 
lost. 
The San Pablo is the first steamer that 
the Occidental and Oriental Line has lost. 
The company began operations July 15, 
1875, when the steamer Oceanic sailed from 
this port. 
The San Pablo was leased from 
the Pacific Improvement Company. Sec­ 
retary Frank Dcuty of that organization, 
said to-day that the lost steamer was worth 
between $500,000 and $000,000. She was 
not insured. 
It is the policy of the South­ 
ern Pacific Company, of which the Pacific 
Improvement Company is a branch, not to 
insnrejts property, either ashore or afloat. 
The San Pablo was built as a collier, but 
two years ago was changed for passenger 
service. 
She was regarded as one of the 
fleetest and stanchest vessels of the line.

Later 
in the day one of the two suspected men 
stated at Burt's that they had a new boarder 
at their cabin, naming Yule, and it was 
generally understood in the neighborhood 
that Yule was stopping there. 
Several days aiterward Yule was wanted 
at the mine and was sent for. 
H e was 
not found at the cabin and both men de­ 
nied that Yule had ever been there. Sus­ 
picion was Jat once aroused and a search 
instituted, but without a trace of the miss­ 
ing man being discovered. 
An investigation disclosed the fact that a 
man and two women, inmates of the dive, 
had left for Nevada the day after Yule was 
last seen, and also that one of the suspected 
men a few days afterward started on foot 
for Virginia City. 


SUSPICIOUS CIRCUMSTANCES. 
Previous to leaving he visited a neighbor­ 
ing ranch, and purchased and paid for a 
quantity of wine, in doing so offering a $10 
gold piece in payment, and exhibiting more 
gold, saying that he had been working at 
the mine and had just been paid off. To 
another person to whom he exhibited the 
gold he said his brother in Denver had sent 
it to him, and to a third he said he had 
won it in the Louisiana lottery. 
It is known that he has not done a par­ 
ticle of w o rk fo r over a year, and his other 
statements are almost positively known to 
be false. At various places before leaving 
he showed from $50 to $G0 in gold, the sum 
known to be in Yule’s possession when he 
left El Dorado for the mine. 
From that day to this nothing has been 
heard of Yule, and the most dilligent 
search has failed to discover the body. 
Every resident in the vicinity of the miñe 
is pronounced in the belief that these two 
men know what became of Yule. 


THE THEORY OF SUICIDE DISCREDITED. 
There is no ground but that of foul |play 
to account for the disappearance of Yule. 
H is good clothes, watch and some money 
due him were left at the mine. 
He had 
met a feliow-workman and said he was re­ 
turning to work, and was then less than 
half a mile from the mine. H e owed no 
one and had no domestic or other troubles 
to cause him to commit suicide or surrepti­ 
tiously leave the country. 
His wife, who has just arrived from 
San Jose, was seen, and was positive that 
her husband had not left the country and 
had no cause for taking his own life, 
pointedly referring to the fact that he had 
often spoken against suicide. 
Sui.erintendent Richards is confident he 
has been murdered for his monev, and the 
same opinion is also entertained by his 
his fellow-workmen.

P l a c e r v il l e , April 23d. — El Dorado 
county, during the past week, has been the 
scene of considerable excitement, owitrg to 
the mysterious 
disappearance of John 
Yule, ex Speaker of the Asseniblv and a 
well-known old-timer of this and Placer 
counties. 
A force of men have been constantly on 
the lookout for two weeks, and a thorough 
search has been made everywhere for the 
body of the missing man", but without 
avail. Sheriff Anderson, as a last resort, 
called upon the citizens to aid in’ the 
search, and early this morning four carloads 
of men left Placerville for El Dorado, 
and the hills were thoroughly scoured 
without finding the least trace of the miss­ 
ing man. 
A representative of the San Francisco 
Examiner was early on the ground and 
made a most thorough search and inquiry, 
securing information which shows con­ 
clusively that John Yule was murdered for 
his money and pointing almost to a cer­ 
tainty to two well-known residents of the 
vicinity of the Church mine as the parties 
responsible for his disappearance. 
The 
facts, as gleaned from reliable sources, are 
as follows : 


AT THE CHURCH MINE. 
On October 28th last, Yule went to wcrk 
in the Church or El Dorado mine, about 
two miles cast of El Dorado. He gave 
general satisfaction to Superintendent Rich­ 
ards, was always at his post and never lost 
a day's work until the 8th of March last. 
On that day the Superintendent closed the 
mine and mill temporarily and paid the 
men off. Y ule received over $100, and sig­ 
nified his intention of going to town for a 
short time, but was requested to return the j 
next day and do other work. 
After leaving the mine, dressed in his 
ordinary working clothes, Yule wandered 
into a saloon near by kept by Jack Burt, a 
noted resort of disreputable characters. 
Here he succumbed to the captivating 
smiles of one of the frail inmates. 
During the night he intrusted his money 
to his fair, but frail, friend, who turned it 
over to the keeper of the dive for safe-keep­ 
ing 
In the morning Burt returned $85 
and Yule left for the m ine,subsequently 
going to El Dorado. 
i 
His night’s spree had opened the eyes of | 
two hangers-on of the dive who coveted his 1 
wealth, and who are believed to be his ' 
murderers. 
Those two men live in a 
tum ble down cabin near the mine. One 
already has a criminal reputation, while 
the other is a worthless fellow, neither 
ever having any money and begging their 
means of subsistence from neighbors. 


THE LAST TRACE OF THE MISSING MAN. 
It was in their cabin that Yule was last 
heard from on the 28th of March. 
He had 
been stopping at El Dorado for over two 
weeks and that morning started for the

TIME AND FACT JUSTIFYING THE 
RAILROAD PEOPLE. 


W hen it was claimed by the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company that it had sev­ 
eral equitable claims against the United 
States Government which it proposed to 
present, the suggestion was received by 
certain of the press and certain of the po­ 
litical leaders, with a shout of derision. 
For so many years the demagogue and 
blackmailer had rung the changes upon 
the charges that the transcontinental lines 
had robbed the Government, extorted 
from the people, and pursued a policy of 
antagonism to all the material interests of 
the country, that it had come to he ac­ 
cepted by those who did not take the pains 
to investigate, that all these things were 
true. 
W hoever dared to suggest that the 
railroad companies had some equitable 
rights deserving of protection was derided 
and abused. 
Tbo 
ra ilw a y ooiq/orations 
were held up to view as monsters of in­ 
justice, whose sins against the Govern­ 
m ent and the people were so heinous and 
numerous as to lie beyond possibility of 
expiation. 
It requires no great exercise of memory 
to recall the period only a little while 
passed into unrecoverabie time, when the 
chief claim to patriotic devotion to the 
people’s interests was measured by the de­ 
gree of vituperative heat in which one 
could indulge against the Central Pacific 
Railroad builders in their corporate and 
th eir 
individual 
capacities. 
The 
idea 
of 
the 
railroad 
company 
having 
any 
claim 
against 
the 
Federal Government was declared to be 
preposterous; the statement that the com­ 
pany had discharged its obligations to the 
U nited States as they fell due, and had 
complied with every line and latter of its 
contract with the Government, was always 
received with the flat statem ent that the 
claim was false, and an evidence of the 
wliol ly corrupt character of the corporation. 
W hat has now developed as fact ? The 
Pacific Railway Commission of Investiga­ 
tion, 
never 
suspected of even 
slight 
friendliness to the railways, rejtorts to 
Congress that it finds the saving to the 
Government in transportation charges, by 
reason of the completion of the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company seven years 
earliei than called for in the contract, was 
for freight, troops and mails, to Ju ly 1, 
1876, $47,763,178. 
This is altsolute saving 
for a period in which, had the road not 
been built, the Government would have 
been driven to employ the old methods of 
carriage. 
Rut the saving, if calculated to 
January 1, 1886, was found by the Com­ 
mission to be the enormous sum of $139,­ 
347,741 25. 
Another claim of the Central Pacific 
Railroad that, in the days of insane anti­ 
railroad demagogy, was treated with scorn 
was that it kept every part and parcel of 
its contract with the Government.

The fear that Governor W aterman will be 
a candidate for re-election, has caused the 
inauguration of a war upon him as a man 
and a public officer, that'tbough violent, is 
only in its first stage, and is iikely to be­ 
come general with a class before mid­ 
summer. 
t 
The origin of this war is not generally 
known, as it is, as yet, confined principally 
1 to the Examiner, but originated with cer­ 
tain State officers who are represented as 
feeling aggrieved at Divine Providence for 
removing Governor Bartlett, even though 
it were to call that honest gentlemen to a 
heavenly home. Governor W aterman had 
not yet assumed the office when the plan 
to harass him began to crop out and his 
kindliest references to the dying Governor 
were so distorted as to appear as expres­ 
sions of impatience at having to await the 
death of that functionary before succeeding 
him . 
In pursuance of this plot the Examiner 
has kept an agent close to the Governor's 
office to seize upon every pretext to make 
him appear ridiculous and to assail his in­ 
tegrity by placing an evil construction on 
every official act where such a construction 
is possible. Though the plan was well laid 
the plotters omitted one im portant factor 
from their calculation. The instrument 
for carrying out the plan seemed to be well 
chosen. He was gifted with gall, but lacked 
discretion and herein lay the omitted factor. 
He went to work deliberately and with great 
persistency haunted the execntive office, 
thrust himself in at times that were 
convenient 
or 
inconvenient, 
rumaged 
everywhere and made the most of his op­ 
portunities, but, taking 
unwarrantable 
liberties, 
was 
snubbed, 
ignored, 
re­ 
pulsed 
and 
finally 
thrust 
out 
of 
doors. In this he was disappointed, though 
he had courted an assault, because the 
‘‘bouncing act” was performed by Secretary 
Maslin. while the Governor sat quietly in 
his chair and smiled. In his rage at being 
carried out of doors and set down like a bit 
of cumbersome dirt, the correspondent 
sought a two-fold revenge, and here his 
utter lack of discretion manifested itself. 
Not content with causing the arrestof Mas­ 
lin, lie sought revenge upon the Governor 
by charging that the funds of the State 
were being used for private gain, and de­ 
manded, ‘ in the interest of bis employer, 
to be allowed to count the cash in the State 
Treasury.” The paper of his employer, 
with equal lack of discretion, published 
this demand, and it went thence as a press 
telegram all over the State and elsewhere. 
Now, the funds of the State can only be 
drawn from the Treasury with the knowl­ 
edge and consent ot the Board of Exam in­ 
ers, of which Governor W aterman is the 
only Republican member, and neither the 
correspondent nor tbe Examiner seem to 
have foreseen that this was an assault on 
the integrity of its political friends and 
co-operators in “ tbe plan.” 
When the 
publication was made there was chagrin 
on the faces of the Treasurer, the Con­ 
troller, their fellow-members and assist­ 
ants, while the smile with which the Gov­ 
ernor witnessed the dumping of the jour­ 
nalistic excrescence extended into a hearty 
laugh. 
Something had to be done to down the 
Governor and retrieve lost ground, and the 
next resort was even more insane than the 
last. It was no less than a plan to have 
the Governor arrested as party to Maslin's 
alleged assault, on his return' after a brief 
absence from the capital. A gleam of sanity 
seems to have penetrated the minds of those 
who suggested or counseled this course, and 
if any complaint was filed the fact has not 
come to light. 
For a long time previous to the succes­ 
sion Governor Waterman was represented 
as a boor, an ignoramus and a dolt, and 
one object of the scheme—conspiracy is a 
harsh term —was to verify, if possible, these 
representations. His course was assailed 
almost as soon as he entered the execntive 
office but assailed in vain. 
Governor Waterman is a business man, 
unused to tbe ways of politicians and their 
circumlocution. 
His methods are direct 
and open ; his speech is plain, often forci­ 
ble and always practical. 
He lias nothing 
to gain by being Governor, beyond the" sat­ 
isfaction of doing his duty well and im par­ 
tially, in the interest of the State and not 
in the interests ot cliques and individuals. 
By one of his independent acts he has 
given mortal offense to a powerful ring that 
has hitherto controlled the supply of grain 
bags on this coast, by pushing the produc­ 
ing capacity of San Quinten prison to its 
utmost and causing it to be refused to the 
ring, that bags may be sold to the farmers 
direct at a moderate profit and at such price 
that the power of the ring to extort much 
more front the farmer is broken. In doing 
this the Governor is running a public insti­ 
tution in the interest of tne public and re­ 
turning to the people the products of their 
bag mills almost at their cost, and while 
running the jute works to their fullest ca­ 
pacity is not competing with any industry 
conducted by free labor, but is competing, 
but not unjustly, with a ring of monopo­ 
lists.

“ It may be briefly stated,” savs the re­

Central 
and Upper California are beginning to be 
estimated at their real value, and are at­ 
tracting more and more the attention of 
settlers from the Eastern Slates who have 
heretofore located chieflv in Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
A review of other portions of the report 
will be presented hereafter.

The single provision that the applicant for 
a return certificate, on the taking of his 
personal description, shall lie entitled to 
the document, is sufficient to condemn the 
hill.

DUCKWORTH’S PISTOL.

P articip an ts 
In 
th e 
T ivoli B ow 
D isch arged . 
Two sessions of the Police Court were 
held yesterday, lasting all day, m ost of the 
tim e being occupied in the exam ination of 
J . W . D uckw orth, charged w ith assault 
w ith a deadly weapon, and J . D. Sm ith, 
Dave Sm ith and H ow ard C ahill, charged 
w ith battery. T he cases all grew out of the* 
row which took place at the Tivoli saloon 
on the afternoon of the 13th inst., during 
w hich D uckw orth and a m an nam ed Jas. 
McCord were beaten, and Cahill was shot 
through the arm by D uckw orth. 
City A t­ 
torney C hurch prosecuted the cases, ex- 
A ttom ey-G eneral A. L. H art appearing for 
D uckw orth, and ex-City A ttorney E. C. 
H art for the Sm iths and Cahill. 
W hen the case of D uckw orth was called 
E. C. H a rt stated th at McCord, who was a 
m aterial witness, had not been subpenaed, 
because the officers could not find him , and 
th at the Sm iths and Cahill were not dis­ 
posed to prosecute the case. 
In fact, I hey 
would decline to testify against Duckw orth, 
as their evidence m ight tend to convict 
them of the crim e charged against them . 
He was satisfied no conviction could be 
had, and thought the cases ought to be dis­ 
missed w ithout taking up any m ore of the 
tim e of the Court. 
Mr. Church said that he did not think it 
right that a case of this kind should be 
sm othered in this way. 
H e would like to 
hear the testim ony of the arresting officer 
and other witnesses to see w hat could be 
proven. 
H e adm itted th at as all the par­ 
ties had evidently agreed not to testify 
against each other, he had little hope o f se­ 
curing convictions, but he w anted to do 
the best he could in th at direction. 
A. L. H art then m oved the Court to dis­ 
charge D uckw orth on the ground th at he 
could not be held m ore than six days be- 
tore exam ination w ithout his consent. 
Judge Buckley overruled the m otion, 
and A. J. W ilson was put upon th e stand 
and testified to hearing pistol shots, and 
seeing D uckw orth in the sireet im m ediately 
afterw ard with a revolver in liis hand. 
H ow ard C ahill,the m an who was shot, and 
who swore to the com plaint against Duck­ 
w orth im m ediately after the shooting, was 
put upon the stand but refused to answ er 
any questions, by the advice of his attorney, 
on tne ground th at his answ ers m ight tend 
to oonvict him of felony. 
City A ttorney Church asked the Court to 
compel the witness to answer, or com m it 
him for contem pt. 
A long argum ent fol­ 
lowed, participated in by all th e counsel, 
A. L. H art stating th at if the witness 
answered any questions at all, he would be 
subjected 
to a 
cross-exam ination 
th at 
w ould bring out things that m ight tend to 
convict him of a felony. 
T he Court finally 
decided that the witness conld not be com­ 
pelled to answ er the questions. 
A recess 
was then taken until two o’clock. 
D uring the afternoon session all of the 
parties went upon the stand and gave their 
versions of the affair in such a way that 
Judge Buckley did not consider the testi­ 
m ony sufficient to hold any of them and 
they were accordingly discharged.

J oh n K urz M akes an A ttem p t to D isem ­ 
b ow el F rank Z ehner. 
A bout 11:30 last night as C aptain K archer 
was sitting in front of the Golden Eagle 
H otel he heard a m an cry “ P o lice ’' in 
front of the beer saloon a few doors west 
of the Capital H otel. 
H e ran across the 
street an d in doing so passed an individual 
dressed in blue shirt, overalls and straw 
hat. 
W hen the Captain reached the in d i­ 
vidual who called for help special officer 
M artin was already there, having come up 
from Sixth street in answ er to the call. 
W hen the Captain arrived, M artin said : 
44 H e’s got a stick in h im .” 
T he Captain 
called a hack and sent M artin to overtake 
the individual, w ho bad just walked off, 
and w hen the w ounded m an said was the 
individual who had knifed 
him . 
T he 
w ounded m an was im m ediately taken to 
the receiving hospital, w here Dr. Parkinson 
attended to his w ound, w hich is very seri­ 
ous. The stab is an inch and a half in 
length in the lower part of the abdom en 
just over the bladder. As the m an is quite 
fleshy it is not know n w hether the blade 
entered the cavity or not. 
The wounded 
m an is about 22 years of age, au em ploye 
in one ol the lum ber yards, and gives his 
nam e as F rank Zehner. 
Officer M artin visited the saloons and 
hotels in th e upper Dortion of ta e tow n, 
and finally ascertained at the Old W illiam 
Tell Hotel, corner of N inth and J streets, 
th at the individual he was looking after 
had been kicked out of the hotel during 
the day, and had secured room s and board 
at the G aribaldi H ouse on L, between Front 
and Second. T he Captain aud officer M ar­ 
tin proceeded to the latter place, and dis­ 
covered their m an sitting in front of the 
house on a bench w ith two other m en. 
W hen the hack drove up Kurz, divining 
their object, started to run and entered the 
alley. H e wassoon overtaken,a n d ,although 
he resisted, he was handcuffed, put in the 
hack and taken to the city prison. 
W hen he arrived there at 12:25 this m orn­ 
ing he was im m ediately taken into the 
Receiving H ospital, w here he was iden­ 
tified by Zehner as the m an who stabbed 
him . 
A fter stabbing Zehner, K urz had 
goue up K to Seventh, down Seventh to L, 
and dow n 
L 
to th e Garbaldi, w here 
he had changed his clothes. 
Instead of a 
straw hat he wore a black one. 
W h. n 
first seen at the G aribaldi he had the straw 
hat in his hand, but threw it away as he 
tried to escape through the alley. 
K urz is 
a large m an, of fine physique, and is a hod- 
carrier 011 the new building going up next 
to the Golden Eagle. 
W hen 
he was 
searched at the prison the knife w hich had 
done the bloody work was found in his 
pantaloons pocket. 
H e adm itted doing the 
cutting and said th at was the km fe he 
used. 
It is a new black-handled pocket- 
knife w ith a dirk blade about four and a 
half or five inches in length. 
H e appar­ 
ently was considerably unUer the influence 
oi beer, both of his eyes were discolored, 
his face was badly bruised, a deep gash was 
in the center of his forehead, and he looked 
like a defeated candidate for prize-ring 
honors at the close of the fight. 
lie adm itted the cutting, and said Zehner 
had hit him w ith a rock. 
Zehner was in great pain and not very 
com m unicative. 
H e said they had some 
trouble in the early part of the evening, 
and he had h it K urz in the head w ith a 
cobble. 
A bout 11 o’clock K urz cam e into 
Oberson & M uller’s saloon, found him 
there, renew ed hostilities and stabbed him .

BOULANGER CO-NDEMNEU. 
Tho Municipal Council of Paris Thinks it 
About Tim e to Act 
Pabis, April 23d.—The Municipal Coun­ 
cil, after a violent discussion to-day, 
adopted an order of the day opposing the 
plebiscite, condemning the Boulangist 
campaign, and declaring the Council ready 
to place itself at the head of people in order 
to save their liberties and preserve the 
republic.

CANADA. 
The Dom inion Paving the W ay Toward 
Reciprocity in Commerce. 
O ttaw a (Ont.), April 23d.—In the House 
of Commons to-night Sir Charles Tupper 
gave notice of the following resolutions, 
which he will give the Committee on Ways 
and Means : 
Resolved, That the Governor-General may, by­ 
proclamation. whenever it appears to his satis­ 
faction to be desirable for the public interest so 
to do. either reduce or remove entirely or in 
part the export duties provided for by Section 6 
of the Act respecting the duties of customs by 
Schcdule E thereof, or by any Act in amend­ 
ment thereof. 
The foregoing refers to the export duties 
on logs, and is designed to secure for 
Canada the advantages of free lumber into 
the United States, in the event of the Mills 
tariff bill becoming a law. 
The second resolution reads : 
Resolved, That Section 9 of said Act be re­ 
pealed, and the following be substituted there­ 
for: Any or all of the following things: Ani­ 
mals ol all kinds, hay, straw, vegetables (in­ 
cluding potatoes and other roots), salt, peas, 
beans, barley, malt, rye, oats, buckwheat, flour 
of rye. oatmeal, buckwheat flour, butter, cheese 
fish of all kinds, fish-oil, the products of flsh 
»nd all other creatures 
living in the 
water, fresh meats, 
poultry, stone 
or 
marble in its crude or unwrought state, 
lime, gypsum, hewn or wrought burrs, or grind­ 
stones, and timber aud lumber of all kinds, 
manufactured in whole or in part, including 
shingles, clapboards and wood pulp, may be 
im|>orted into Canada free of duty, or at a less 
rate of duty than is provided for by any Act in 
force, upon proclamation by the Governor-Gen­ 
eral, which may be issued whenever it appears 
to his satisfaction that similar articles from 
Canada may be imported into the United States 
free of duty, or at a rate not exceeding that 
payable on the same under such proclamation 
when imported into Canada. 
A careful scrutiny has been made of 
Canada’s statutory oiler of reciprocity in 
natural products, and the foregoing is pro­ 
posed to be enacted in lieu of the existing 
offer. The amended clause eliminates all 
such articles in respect to which Canada 
would be discriminated against in the event 
of the United States placing them on the 
free list. Among the articles so eliminated 
are wheat, flour and lard. 


Victoria and Francia Joseph. 
London, April 23d. — Queen Victoria 
arrived at Innsbruck to-day on her way 
front Florence to Berlin. Etnper- - Francis 
Joseph met her Majesty, at th- fstion. 
The greeting between the two Sovereign! 
was cordial.

B u ch arest, April 23d.—The revolt of 
peasants have been suppressed. Whole­ 
sale arrests has been made, and the pris­ 
ons are overflowing with prisoners, the 
majority of whom will be liberated. 
Euormous quantities of grain are being dis­ 
tributed among the starving peasantry by 
the military. 
Gillig Not so Very IU.

London, April 23d.—Gillig’s condition 
appears to have been exaggerated. Numer­ 
ous dispatches are making inquiries about 
their claims under liquidation. It will 
take at least three months to settle the af­ 
fairs of the defunct American Exchange.
